Remarks 

Claims 4, 10, 15, and 17-28 are currently pending in this application. The 
Applicant respectfully requests allowance of the present application in view of the 
5 remarks set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C § 102 

Claims 1, 3, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
"A Generalization of AVL Trees" by Foster (hereinafter "Foster"). To expedite 
10 prosecution by seeking allowance of other claims, Applicant has cancelled these claims 
and reserves the right to pursue them in a subsequent application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 2, 6 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 as being unpatentable over 
1 5 Foster. To expedite prosecution by seeking allowance of other claims, Applicant has 
cancelled these claims and reserves the right to pursue them in a subsequent application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has indicated that Claims 10, 15, 17-21 and 22-28 are allowed. 
20 The Examiner has further indicated that Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
